Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1  971  . 

Vital  Statistics 

These  show  a  small  reduction  in  the  population  of  our  area.  The 
infant  mortality  rates  are  satisfactory.  As  one  might  expect  the  pattern 
of  mortality  remains  much  the  same.  Cancer  of  the  lung,  ischaemic  heart 
disease  and  cerebral  vascular  disease,  remain  the  main  cause  of  death. 

Once  again  we  maintain  our  freedom  from  maternal  deaths. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Fewer  immunisations  have  been  done  because  of  a  change  in  the 
interval  between  injections  and  a  new  spacing  of  booster  injections.  The 
position  is  reasonably  satisfactory. 

Measles  and  rubella  vaccination  continue  to  be  administered  in  fair 
number  and  in  the  case  of  measles  the  effect  of  this  has  begun  to  show  in 
the  greatly  reduced  number  of  notifications  of  the  disease.  I  have  no 
doubt  in  the  next  few  years  a  similar  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  rubella 
in  mothers  will  be  seen. 

Health  Education 

Our  services  in  this  field  are  continuing  and  we  are  maintaining 
county  services  in  Health  Education  in  schools  and  clinics.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1971. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  again  fully  stretched  to  meet 
the  increasing  demand  and  to  cope  with  extra,  mileage  caused  by  concen¬ 
trating  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  mainly  at  the  Borough  Sewage  Farm, 
Ualpole  Marsh* 

I  am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Clenchwarton  and 
Terrington  St.  Clement  Sewerage  Scheme  became  operative  in  October,  1 971 • 

A  successful  meeting  was  held  with  local  builders  to  discuss  the  Council’s 
requirement  for  connections  and  an  explanatory  letter  with  application 
form  and  specification  was  delivered  to  all  premises  along  the  route  of 
the  sewer. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  a  Temporary 
Technical  Assistant  and  Mr.  J.W.  Taylor  took  up  duties  in  October,  1  971 
As  soon  as  the  sewer  was  available  for  use,  there  was  an  excellent  response 
from  householders  and  by  31st  December,  140  private  properties  had  been 
connected.  By  this  time  also,  some  of  the  worst  polluted  dykes  in  Clench¬ 
warton  were  showing  improvememt  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be 
a  continouus  process. 

During  the  year,  the  Wisbech  Borough  Council  received  planning 
permission  for  the  construction  of  new  outfall  works  at  River  Road,  West 
Walton,  thus  enabling  Phase  I  of  the  Council’s  Regional  Sewerage  Scheme 
(covering  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Tilney  St.  Lawrence,  Terrington  St. 

John,  Wqlpole  St.  Peter,  West  Walton,  Walsokcn  and  Emneth)  to  proceed  up 
to  tender  stage. 

Mr.  M.  Whitehead  left  to  take  up  a  similar  appointment  with  Dcpwadc 
Rural  District  Council  and  Mr.  V.J.  George,  previously  employed  by  the 
Borough  of  King’ s  Lynn,  joined  the  department  on  the  25th  January,  1 971  . 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Griffiths,  Mr.  George  and  Mr.  Taylor  for  their 
loyal  service.

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water  Boa.rd. 

The  following  information  has  kindly  been  supplied  by  Mr,  J.S.  Collins, 
Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  Wisbech  and  District  Water  Board 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undertaken  during 
1971  on  samples  from  the  Board Ts  Iiarham  Works,  Beechamwcll  Pumping 
Station  and  Margaret ta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  the  distribution  system 
in  this  area.  The  results  have  been  of  a  very  high  standard. 

All  new  mains  were  sterilised,  samples  taken  and  bacteriological 
examinations  made  before  the  mains  were  put  into  service.  No  connections 
wore  permitted  until  the  water  in  the  mains  was  of  the  highest  standard 
of  purity. 

The  fluoride  content  of  a  sample  of  water  from  the  Water  Beard 
Offices,  Oldfield  Lane,  Wisbech  (mixture  of  water  from  Marhan  and  Beechan- 
wcll)  taken  on  the  29th  November,  1971,  was  NIL. 

Margarctta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  was  closed  down  on  7th  July,  1971.

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SWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Cesspools,  privy  vaults  and  septic  tanks,  with  sewage  disposal 
plants  on  the  larger  Council  Housing  Sites,  are  the  main  methods  of 
disposal. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  operated  by  four  vehicles,  three 
1,500  and  one  1,100  gallon  capacity  which  were  fully  employed  in  coping 
with  the  demand  from  both  Council  and  private  properties.  Regular 
de-sludging  of  the  Council’s  sewage  plants  serving  Council  Housing  Sites 
was  also  carried  out. 

During  the  year,  disposal  was  again  restricted  to  the  Borough  Sewage 
Farm  at  Walpole  Marsh  with  a  few  other  outlets  and  this  meant  that  longer 
hauls  had  to  be  made  especially  from  the  South  of  the  District.  However, 
good  weather  conditions  helped  and  a  reasonable  service  was  maintained.

RIVER  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS 


The  district  continues  to  be  controlled  by  the  two  main  Internal  Drainage 
Boards  of  the  Marshland  Fen  and  West  of  Ouse  together  with  the  Middle 
Level  Commissioners  with  outfalls  controlled  by  the  River  Boards  of  the 
None  and  Ouse. 


FRUIT  PICKERS*  QUARTERS  SEASONAL  WORKERS  -  CARAVAN S 

The  problem  of  housing  and  siting  caravans  for  seasonal  workers  still 
exists.  Periodical  visits  to  sites  were  continued  and  except  for  a 
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isolated  cases  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  and  order  was  maintained. 
During  the  year,  four  sites  catering  for  students  were  in  use. 


CARAVAN  SITES  .RID  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960 

During  August  a  survey  of  the  Anglers’  Holiday  Camps  at  Outwcll  and 
Upwell  was  made  and  a  report  made  to  the  Norfolk  County  Council. 

There  are  eighteen  licensed  individual  caravans  in  the  district, 
but  no  residential  site  in  excess  of  one  now  exists.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACTS 


A  rodent  operator  is  not  employed  by  the  Council,  There  were  no 
heavy  infestations  reported.  The  department  maintained  a  constant  watch 
over  the  refuse  tip  and  baiting  continued  regularly.  Advice  was  given  to 
several  persons  reporting  infestations  and  in  many  cases  help  was  given  L 
by  the  Department  in  controlling  infestation  on  premises. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  Council  continued  a  weekly  kerbside  collection  in  the  district 
with  free  collection  of  bulky  refuse  on  request,  and  full  use  of  the 
service  was  made  by  householders. 

Use  of  the  former  Wisbech  Canal  was  continued  and  by  December  a 
length  of  approximately  10,905  feet  had  been  filled.  This  tip  is  receiving 
the  refuse  from  the  Borough  of  Wisbech  and  Marshland  and  Wisbech  Rural 
District  Councils.  Measures  were  taken  against  fly  and  rodent  infestation 
and  injurious  weeds  were  cut  down  cn  the  filled  section.  Trade  refuse  was 
accepted  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyors. 

During  the  year,  arrangements -were  continued  for  the  short-term  letting 
of  approximately  eleven  acres  of  the  filled  portion  of  the  former  Wisbech  Canal 
to  the  adjoining  owners.  The  major  part  of  this  was  cultivated  and  produced 
crops  thus  relieving  the  Joint  Refuse  Committee  of  dealing  with  injurious  weeds, 
etc  • 
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WORK  STUDY 


The  Norfolk  County  Council,  Work  Study  Department  prepared  a  scheme 
for  the  Refuse  Collection  Staff  but  it  was  agreed  that  the  work  study 
would  not  be  implemented  until  all  services  had  been  dealt  with.
